1 . An ink jet receiving sheet comprising a support and at least one ink receiw ' 
characterized in that said ink receiving layer comprises a high boiling organic solvent and a non-ibnic 
surfectant dispersed in a hydrophilic binder. 



2. The ink jet receiving sheet according to claim 1, characterized in that said high boiling 
organic solvent is present in an amount of from 1 to 10 g/m^, 

3. The ink jet receiving sheet according to claim 1, characterized in that said high boiling 
organic solvent is selected from the group consisting of alkyl carbonates, phosphoric esters, alkyl 
phthalates, dibutyl phthalate and alkylamides. 

4. The ink jet receiving sheet according to claim 1, characterized in that said high boiling 
organic solvent is selected from the group consisting of dioctyl carbonate, tricresyl phosphate, bis(2- 
ethylhexyl) phtalate, dibutyl phtalate, diethyl lauramide. 

5. The ink jet receiving sheet according to claim 1, characterized in that said non-ionic 
surfactant is present in an amount from 1 to 5 g/m^.
